Tho ‘originator of this: fiendish 
plan proceeded 40 carry out the’ 
deed while his victim was sleep- 
ing on o camp-bed in the strect 
dn front of hia house, ‘The assail- 
ant, it ds alleged, placed a charge 
of ‘dynamite under the bed, and 
exploded it with a detonator and 
fuse,

after two o'clock this morning. }'~ 


The explosion'startled' the nejgh- 
bourhood, and tenants rushed out 
into the street to discover © the 
victim, whose name {fs Tang Put, 
suffering from shock and Injuries, 
which, appear 4o bo of a serious 
nature, 

A trail of burn-out fuse showed 
how the charge was exploded from 
a safe distance in the doorway of 
a house. 

Investigations were immediately 
made by the police, and, as: the 
result of a statement by the in- 
jured man, the arrest. has beon 
effected of a man who is alleged 
{o ‘have been involved with the 


Jinjured’man in a ‘series of quarrels 


overa certain wonton, ', ! 

It fs -alleged that a stick ‘of 
dynamite, ‘a’length of fuse and a 
detonator ‘wore .found in the 
posstasion of the prisoner: when 
he was arrested. He «will, in all 
Ukelthood, be charged before the 
Magistrate to-morrow morning. 

The injured man, who Js. 22 
yeara of age, lives at 166, Tainam 
Street. , He has. been-admitted ta 
hospital suffering from injuries 
‘Iwhich Include a hand almost 
blown off.

In dealing with. malaria you 
must first find the breeding places 
of the’ anophelines at fault, and 
you: cannot find the breeding 
places. pntil you can spot the 
larvae and can distinguish 
Species from another, 

It is, just as obaurd to. suppose 
that ‘a man who knows nothing of 
mosquitology can rid an catate of 
malaria-carrylng nnophclincs as 
it Js to suppose that 2 man who 
hna never seen a tiger and knows 
nothing about its habits can rid 
an estate of o man-eater. me 

War against particular races of 
mosquitoes can be, compared to 
war against partleular races of 
men. In, isolated cnses amateur 
efforts may effect small local suc- 
ceasca—usuully, however, they fail 
—qulte offen successes are put 
down to measures taken when the 
eredit Is duc to nature. 

* Campaigns of any “magnitude 
can be successful when planned 
by those who have studied the 
enemy's habits und who are ne- 
quainted with his life history. ‘ 


Destructfon of Larvae.

Not only must the gencral know 
his work but each individual down 
to and including thé private must 
bo so trained that he will do his

is everything, lack of attention to. 


detail’ will spafl all; And when 
success .appears to have been 
achieved constant care is neces- 


J sary to see’ that the enemy docs 


not reconcentrate and turn suc- 
cess into failure. 

Remember, a: mosquito army {s- 
an aeroplane army and has a wid2 
range of operations.. 

Anti-malarial work (mosquito 
Glimination) is health work or pre- 
ventive medicine; it has little to 
do with curative medicine. I. 
mention this here because plan- 
tora nnd otherd so often make the 
mistake of thinking that any 
medical man js competent to dd- 
vise on anti-mosquito measures. 
Every doctor has the foundation 


‘| for ‘this health, ‘work but every 


docter has not progressed beyond 
that stage. 

A military campaign would cer- 
tuinly fai] if generalled by. one 
wha only knew how to take'care 
of the physical condition of his 
own .army and. knew nothing of 
the enemy, An anti-mosquito 
campaign, will fail ie be gen- 
eralled by a physician’ or a sur- 
geon who has-not studied the 
mosquitoes.
